SHOPPERS UPSET AS 
M&S TO SHUT STORE 


Harlow will lose its ‘cornerstone’ after retailer’s last day on Saturday

HARLOW’S town centre will lose one of its 
major retailers this weekend when Marks & 
Spencer pulls down the shutters for the last 
time on Saturday. 

The store in Broad Walk has occupied a 
prominent position in the heart of the town 
centre for more than 40 years but is being 
axed because, according to company bosses, 
it is no longer viable. 

After months of speculation, its fate was 
sealed when M&S was refused permission by 


Harlow Council to open a Simply Food outlet 
in a vacant unit at the Queensgate Centre off 
Edinburgh Way. 

Jobs 

Staff at the Harlow store have been offered 
alternative jobs in nearby M&S branches in 
Epping, Bishop’s Stortford and Stansted. 

This week a Marks & Spencer spokesman 
told the Star: “The decision to close the store 
is not one we have taken lightly and it was 
only made after much consideration. 

“We hope that customers will continue to 
shop at nearby stores and on our website.” 


The decision to close the store has upset 
shoppers. Harlow resident Bridget Hayden, 
58, said: “M&S is the high point of the town, 
it’s Harlow’s cornerstone.” 

Town MP Robert Halfon said he was dis¬ 
appointed and accused councillors of making 
the wrong decision by rejecting the planning 
application. 

“I did everything I could in meetings with 
Marks & Spencer and in talking to the coun¬ 
cil to persuade them to allow planning per¬ 
mission to open up in Edinburgh Way,” he 
said.

Council had second highest number of claims in UK

ESSEX County Council paid out com¬ 
pensation totalling more than £156,000 
to motorists whose vehicles were dam¬ 
aged by potholes during 2013/14. 

According to the RAC, 2,548 claims 
were made against the council - the 
second highest in the country. Most 
were rejected, with only 98 (3.8 per cent) 
claimants successfully receiving pay¬ 
outs. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, director 
of the RAC Foundation which made 
Freedom of Information requests to 153 
local authorities across the country, 
said: “These figures are likely to be the 
tip of the iceberg. 

Fundamental 

“Many drivers will be put off by the 
time involved in claiming against a 
council, and many councils do their 
best to deter claimants coming for¬ 
ward. But the fundamental problem 
lies not at the doors of our town halls 
but with central government.” 

The highest amount of claims made 
in the UK was in Surrey, with 3,912 
during the same period. 

Essex County Council said it had 
repaired nearly 7,000 potholes and 
defects in the past three months. 

County councillor Eddie John¬ 
son,who represents the Harlow South 
East division at County Hall and serves 
as cabinet member for maintenance 



and small schemes, said: “It is good to 
be making headway into repairing the 
county’s roads. 

“At this time of year wintry weather 
conditions take their toll, but we are 
constantly monitoring conditions, as 
well as taking into account reports 
from the public via our online report¬ 
ing tool.” 

In December the Government 
announced that it would be giving a 
record £128m to repair potholes and 
improve local roads in Essex over the 
next six years. 

It is the first time councils have been 
given locked-in funding over this length 


of time, which will help them plan 
ahead and save money for the tax¬ 
payer. 

In Essex, the county council will 
receive £24,575,000 next year which will 
reduce to £19,774,000 in the financial 
year 2020/21. 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said: “Roads play a sig¬ 
nificant part in everyday life. 

“Poorly maintained local roads, 
blighted by potholes, are a menace to all 
road users, particularly during the fest¬ 
ive period as people travel to see family 
and friends. It is vital we have good 
quality roads.”

Cyclist suffers 
spinal injuries 
in hit-and-run 

A CYCLIST who suffered a 
spinal injury in a hit-and-run 
accident managed to walk to 
hospital for treatment. 

The man, who is in his 20s, 
was pushing his bicycle across 
Southern Way between 5.30- 
5.50am on Monday, January 12 
when he was struck by a black 
vehicle. He was knocked over but 
the driver of the vehicle failed to 
stop. 

The cyclist managed to get to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
where he received treatment for 
a bruised spinal cord and 
vertebrae ,but was then referred 
to Queens Hospital in London 
due the severity of his injuries.

“The exact location of the 
collision is not known but it 
happened somewhere between 
Abercrombie Way and Tillwicks 
Road.”

Gasworks hold 
up roadworks 

ROADWORKS at the Clock

Rabbi Iri Shillor, the leader of Har¬ 
low’s Jewish community, gave a short 
reading before Mr Halfon, who was 
born into a Jewish family, spoke about

“We are disappointed and 
frustrated that people are being 
held up and the Essex economy 
is being damaged by incidents 
involving lorries and sheer bad 
driving for which there is no 
justification,” he said. 

“The overtaking ban on the 
Mil between junctions 8 and 9 
should be immediately 
reinstated.” 

Refurb of lock gates

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
former Labour councillor and 
community campaigner who has 
died at the age of 86. 

Pauline Bruce, who worked as a 
teacher after moving to Harlow 
with her husband, Ron, in the 
1960s, received a civic award in 
2000 in recognition of her 25 years 
of service on the council. 

This week Mr Bruce, 76, of Pri¬ 
ory Court, Harlow, described his 
wife of 54 years as a popular figure 
who leaves behind a “legacy will 
be remembered”. 

The couple first met in the 
Middle East when Ron was 
serving with the Army and Pau¬ 
line was teaching with the RAF. 
They moved to Harlow after they 
were married, settling in Monks- 
bury. 

“She was involved with so 
many things such as Women’s Aid 
and she was an original member 
of Harlow Well Woman Centre,” 
he said. “She also led a campaign 
to start a new sports centre and 
for Harlow Town FC to have a new 
stadium. 

“She was a teacher at Holy 
Cross Primary School until her 
retirement in the mid-80s. She 
was a great teacher and many 
people have fond memories of 
her. 

“A lot of people would come up 
to us in the street and say ‘Hello, 
Mrs Bruce’. Although she didn’t 
always remember them, they 
remembered her.” 

However, Mr Bruce said it was 
for her service as a councillor 
which she will be best remem¬ 
bered. 

Her interest in the Labour 
Party began when the town’s MP, 
Stan Newens, called at their home 
while canvassing for the 1972 gen¬ 
eral election. Soon after she began 
her own campaigning, drumming 
up support for the party which led 
to her being asked to stand as a 



councillor. 

Although her school commit¬ 
ments prevented her from doing 
so at the time, she was elected in 
1975 and went on to complete 25 
years of service. 

Mr Newens said: “Pauline was 
an extremely dedicated woman 
working for the people of Harlow. I 
was assisted by her in providing 
housing for the second generation 
in Church Langley. 

“Both Pauline and her husband 
made considerable contributions 
to Harlow Labour Party and the 
town’s people.” 

Mr Bruce added: “She has done 
a lot of good in the town but didn’t 
want a fuss to be made,” said Mr 
Bruce. “A lot of people in the town 
have benefited from what she has 
done.” 

The couple have two daughters, 
two grandsons and two great- 
grandaughters. 

Mrs Bruce, who suffered from 
dementia, died in Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital on January 13. 
Her funeral will be held at 
Parndon Wood Crematorium at 
2.30pm on Monday.

TUESDAY marked the start of the 
countdown on the final 100 days to 
the general election, which is 
shaping up to be unlike any other 
in recent history. 

Experts are uncertain not only 
about which party is likely to 
come out with most seats on May 
7, but even about whether a viable 
coalition will be there to be 
formed. 

The failure of either of the two 
big parties to establish any kind of 
a lead, the collapse of the Liberal 
Democrats vote share and the 
surge in support for Ukip, the 
Scottish National Party and the 
Greens have combined to make 
the 2015 poll less of a two-horse 
race to the winning line and more 
like a kind of random government 
generator. 

The Harlow seat has been indic¬ 
ator for overall election result 
since 1983. Conservative Robert 


Halfon won in 2010 with a swing of 
5.9% from Labour, after unsuc¬ 
cessfully contesting the seat in 
both the 2001 and 2005 elections. In 
2005 Harlow was one of the most 
marginal seats in the country, and 
was the last to declare.

Halfon has run a number of high- 
profile campaigns, including his 
petrol promise movement, which 
called on the Government to

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The end of an era as M&S 
prepares to shut up shop 

Final day of trading after more than 40 years in Harlow town centre

UPMARKET department store John 
Lewis is the people’s favourite to replace 
Marks & Spencer in Harlow town centre. 

An online poll of Star readers put the 
retailer at the top of the table as the ideal 
choice replacement for the M&S store in 
Broad Walk, which close its doors for the 
last time on Saturday. 

Receiving almost one-third of the votes 
cast, it finished ahead of Debenhams, an 
indoor market and House of Fraser. 

A Waterstones bookshop and a Mor¬ 
risons were other suggestions, while a 
rumour that fashion chain Forever 21 was 
eyeing up the site has been quashed by the 
company, which said this week it did not 
have “a confirmed store opening planned 
in Harlow” at present. 

The M&S store has been a fixture of the 
town for more than four decades after 
opening in 1969. 

But last year company bosses said it 
was no longer viable and submitted an 
application to open a Simply Food outlet 
at the Queensgate Centre off Edinburgh 
Way 

However, its hopes that the proposal 
would be looked on favourably were 
dashed by Harlow councillors who, 
determined to keep an M&S presence in 
the town centre by suggesting alternative 


sites including the nearby Little Walk 
arcade, threw out the application. 

A report to the council’s development 
management committee warned a food 
store on an out-of-town retail park would 
take trade away from the town centre, 
adding: “It is considered that there are

available, suitable and viable sequentially 
preferable alternative locations for devel¬ 
opment in Harlow town centre.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who met 
with representatives of the company and 
the company, branded the decision as 
short-sighted and accused councillors of 
“flushing the livelihoods of the workforce 
down the toilet”. 

This week he said: “My sympathy goes 
out to all the workers and I wish them all 


the best for the future. I thank them for 
helping make M&S such a special place to 
shop. 

“It’s an incredibly sad day for Harlow 
that one of the most famous stores in 
Britain is leaving us” he said. 

Labour parliamentary hopeful Suzy 
Stride said: “It’s obviously very sad and 
disappointing to see Marks and Spencer 
leave Harlow having been in the town 
since the 1960s. 

“However, I know there is much work 
ongoing to make sure that a suitable 
tenant is found for the site. 

“It’s important that the store is filled for 
town centre and that this move, rather 
than being the an end of an era marks the 
beginning of a new chapter for the town 
centre.” 

Ian Hudson, chairman of Harlow and 
District Chamber of Commerce, said said: 
“It’s sad to see M&S go after so many 
years. Let’s hope we can attract some new 
retail outlets. Lower business rates would 
help.” 

Staff who worked at the shop were 
offered alternative jobs at M&S stores in 
Epping, Bishop’s Stortford and Stansted. 

Meanwhile, shoppers have been voicing 
their views on the closure. Barbara Aylett 
said she was very sad to see M&S leave the 
town but would welcome a Debenhams 
store as a replacement. 

“I’m disappointed; the shop was always

“I’ll have to go to 
Bishop’s Stortford now.

IN the next few weeks an attempt will be 
made to fly an aircraft powered by the 
rays of the sun around the world for the 
first time. 

It is estimated that it will take the two 
pilots a total of 25 days to complete the 
22,000-mile journey, although they will not 
be flying non-stop. Along the way they 
will make 12 stops and as a result the 
flight will take five months. 

The plane they will be flying is called 
Solar Impulse 2. Back in 2010 Solar 

power 


Impulse 1 was flown across America, using 
the sun to recharge its batteries which 
enable it to flight through the night. 

Solar Impulse 2 has a huge wingspan of 72 
metres - that’s the same as a Boeing 747 
jumbo jet - which allow it to glide on 
currents of air without having to use to 
much power. But despite its size it only 
weighs the same as a standard family car. 

The plane has 17,000 solar panels built 
into its wings and these will be used to 
power the four electric motors as well as 
recharging the batteries. 

It will set off on its epic journey from Abu 
Dhabi in the Middle east and along the way 
will stop in India, China, the USA, and 
southern Europe before returning to the 
starting point.

Stats show 
fall in town 
jobseekers 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
and Labour parliamentary 
rival Suzy Stride are at odds 
over jobseekers policy 
following new figures that 
show a decrease in youth 
unemployment. 

Mr Halfon has welcomed 
the figures released last 
week, which have shown the 
number of Job Seekers 
Allowance claimants to have 
dropped by 50 per cent since 
the 2010 election. 

The drop is significant 
amongst young people with 
56 per cent fewer signing on 
in the same period. 

Mr Halfon, whose 
Conservative party came into 
power in 2010, said: “These 
figures show the huge 
progress that we are making 
in Harlow, and is great news 
for everyone in the town. 

“Under Labour, Harlow had 
a high rate of unemployment, 
but as 50 per cent fewer 
people are now claiming JSA, 
we are now in line with the 
national average. 

“This means that more 
Harlow people are receiving 
regular pay checks that 
provide security for 
themselves and their 
families” said Mr Halfon. 

However, Miss Stride, who 
is competing for Halfon’s seat 
in May’s general election said 
the rising cost of living and 
levelling of wages are leaving 
families are worse off than 
four years ago. 

“Any fall in unemployment 
is welcome but wages remain 
sluggish and working people 
in Harlow are £1,600 a year 
worse off since 2010” she said. 

“While the average weekly 
wage for males in Harlow is 
now less than it was in 2010, 
Halfon is busy doing a 
victory lap. Who is he trying 
to kid?” added Miss Stride. 

“A Labour government will 
tackle the Tory cost-of-living 
crisis and the Tory low-wage 
economy by raising the 
National Minimum Wage to 
£8 an hour, ensuring more 
people are paid a Living 
Wage.”

Anger over 
station car 
park fines 

MP accuses firm of ‘fleecing’ drivers

THE company which runs the multi¬ 
storey car park used by hundreds of 
commuters driving to Harlow Town 
station has come under fire for fining 
motorists who leave their vehicles in 
restricted areeas. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon accused 
NCP, which runs the car park, of “flee¬ 
cing motorists” who park in the premi¬ 
um rate bays on level three which he 
claims are inadequately signed. 

The cost of a premier season ticket 
to park at the station is currently 
£1,474. 

After raising the issue with com¬ 
pany bosses towards the end of last 
year, Mr Halfon said he is still receiv¬ 
ing complaints from drivers who fall 
foul of the regulations despite receiv¬ 
ing an assurance the clarity of the 
warning signs would be improved. 

He is now calling on the company to 
refunded drivers who have been pen¬ 
alised immediately because the reg¬ 
ulations are still not clear. 

Mr Halfon first contacted NCP in 
December to protest the fines after 
receiving a number of complaints. 

In its written response, NCP con¬ 
firmed the third level of the car park 
was a “premium” rate area and large 
yellow signs were in place to explain 
the bay system. 

However, chief executive Jo Cooper 
acknowledged in the letter that mark¬ 



ings had become unclear in the weath¬ 
er and would be refreshed. 

“The last thing we want to be doing 
is issuing fines to customers for genu¬ 
ine human error,’’she wrote. 

Mr Halfon has now written a follow¬ 
up letter to NCP demanding the situ¬ 
ation is rectified after he was con¬ 
tacted by another motorist who was 
issued with a fine. 

“I think it is outrageous that hard¬ 
working residents are being fleeced by 
NCP with inadequate signage, despite 
being promised that it would be 
improved,” he said. 

“Clearly whatever was proposed has 
either not yet been implemented or is 
still not fit for purpose. I believe that 
those residents issued with a penalty 
charge notice for parking in this area 
should have their fines refunded 
without delay.”

Survey of patients heaps praise 
on emergency ambulance crews 


FRONTLINE staff working for the 
East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust have been praised for their per¬ 
formance after new figures revealed a 
98 per cent patient satisfaction rat¬ 
ing. 

The statistics were gathered from a 
survey given to 120 patients who 
required emergency medical care 
from the trust - which covers Essex, 
and five other counties - in October. 

According to some patients, staff 
were “attentive”, “wonderful”, “pro¬ 
fessional”, “polite” and “friendly”. 

The survey also revealed that 97 per 
cent of people using the 999 service 
were satisfied with the length of time 
they waited for an ambulance to 


arrive, while more than 90 per cent 
said they felt they were involved in the 
decisions made about their care. 

In addition, 94 per cent described 
their journey to hospital as very com¬ 
fortable, comfortable or fairly com¬ 
fortable. 

EEAST chief executive Anthony 
Marsh, said he was delighted by the 
results of the survey which he said we 
testament to the dedication and care 
shown shown by frontline staff. 

He added: “This report shows that 
the vast majority of patients find the 
time they wait for an ambulance as 
acceptable. However, we know we have 
more to do to improve our response 
times.”

Team helps improve ‘hospital experience’

A LONG-term and chronic health condition is not 
usually considered an advantage when taking up a 
new job role. 

But for Harlow resident Ann Nutt, the rheum¬ 
atoid arthritis which she was diagnosed as a young 
adult has inspired her work as chairman of the 
Princess Alexandra NHS Trust’s patient panel. 

Since re-launching the panel 18 months ago, she 
and her 17-strong team of volunteers have been 
responsible for driving through many improve¬ 
ments in patient experience - from better food to 
clearer and more user-friendly patient information 
leaflets. 

Other projects have included working with trust 
staff to cut delays and speed up the discharge 
process, as well as lobbying to improve the trans¬ 
port options available to patients. 

Following a busy and successful year, Ann is now 
preparing for the panel’s second annual conference 
which will be held from 10am-4pm on Friday, 
February 27 at the Harlow Leisurezone. 

“We are doing a lot of good work but we would 
love to welcome new members,” she said. “ We want 
as many people as possible to come to our annual 
conference to find out more about what we do. 

“They are aiming to recruit from a broad range of 
age groups, gender, ethnic background, disabled 


and able-bodied individuals. They are also keen to 
have people from across Hertfordshire and Essex to 
represent the many areas where the Trust’s 
patients live.” 

Lunch will be provided at the conference, which 
will include presentations on hospital food, infec¬ 
tion control, how to look after prescribed medicines 
and caring for those with dementia. 

There will also be interactive elements, with the 
opportunity for thos e attending to take a dementia 
test and learn more about potential early symp¬ 
toms.

PLAN than a DIET

The 5:2 diet is nothing new, but 
so, even doctors recommend it. 
out what all the fuss is about 

ow’s that New Year’s 
resolution of losing weight 
coming along? If the sweet 
treats have crept back into 
your daily routine, or Dry 
January has become awash with 
weekend wine, don’t despair. 

In 2012, there was a point when 
everyone seemed to be talking about 
the 5:2 diet. More of an eating plan 
than a diet, it simply involves two 
‘fasting’ days a week, when your 
calorie intake needs to be a maximum 
of 500 for women or 600 for men, and 
five blissfully normal 
definitely-not-on-a-diet days. 

Three years on and the New Year 
bookshelves are still groaning under 
the weight of new titles; Kate 
Harrison’s 5:2 Good Food Kitchen, for 
one. And that’s because it works. 

“From the first day I did it, I realised 
it was the easiest approach to 
controlling my weight I’d ever tried,” 
notes Harrison. “I lost 311bs, gained 
energy, confidence and a complete loss 
of guilt about food. And it inspired me 
to write four books.” 

Now, I’m not much of a calorie 
counter. Weight Watchers put paid to 
that about 15 years ago, when I found 
myself totting up how many ‘points’ 
my enviably slim and non-dieting 
lunch date was consuming, while 
staring miserably at my crispbreads. 

But working out the tastiest way to 
consume just 500 calories - and 
sticking to it by telling myself I can eat 
whatever I want tomorrow - is 
something I can just about manage, 
especially if it’s only for two days out 
of seven. 

“On a weekly basis, you’re slashing 
at least 3,000 calories from what you’d 
normally eat, which is equal to a

pound of real weight loss - not water 
loss,” says diet and fitness expert 
Laura Williams 

(www.laurawilliamsonline.co.uk). “It’s 
a simple question of sums and creating 
deficits.” 

I’m only on week two, but am happy 
to keep it up - and losing 2.51bs in 
seven days has certainly spurred me 
on. 

I would recommend avoiding 
‘virtually calorie-free’ (and also 
completely tasteless) noodles, and 
discovering low-calorie foods you don’t 
dislike. A massive salad hits all the 
right notes, Marks & Spencer’s mini 
hot cross buns are a perfect 100-calorie 
fix and there’s an array of low-cal 
ready meals on the market that are a 
lot more tasty than you think - and 
make it easy to keep fasting, even 
when you’re too busy to cook. 

Try it - you might like it. And if you 
do, and you find your scales are 
suddenly pointing at your goal weight, 
you can drop down to one fasting day a 
week to keep it all off. 

That’s what Harrison did, after 
dropping from a wobbly size 16 to a 
slender 10-12 - which she still is - three 
years ago. Here are her top tips to keep 
you on track, plus three delicious 
recipes to inspire your fasting days... 
KATE HARRISON'S TOP 5:2 DIET TIPS 

■ Choose the right Fast Days - and 
mark them in your diary! You want a 
day when you’re busy, but not under 
too much pressure. 

■ Plan your meals and shop ahead. 

■ Focus on flavour and freshness. Aim 
for seasonal ingredients - salads and 
berries in summer, hearty soups in 
winter. Making your own is quicker 
than you’d think and you can freeze 


portions to cut time in the kitchen on a 
Fast Day. 

■ Spice up your 5:2 life with chillis, 
spices and strong flavours. Chilli 
flakes, curry powder, garlic, fresh 
lemon juice and balsamic vinegar are 
always to hand on my Fast Days. 

■ Drink up. Often when we think 
we’re hungry, we’re actually thirsty. So 
drink lots of water, black coffee or tea - 
if you add milk, count the calories. 

■ Distract yourself. Hunger tends to 
come in waves, so have a brew or 
phone a friend and you’ll forget all 
about it. 

■ Join the Facebook group 
(facebook.com/groups/the52diet) - 
there are members there around the 


clock, ready to spur you on. 

■ Write down what you eat on a Fast 
Day - and how you feel - to help you 
discover what works best for you. 

■ Weigh yourself no more than once a 
week, or less, at the same time of day. 
Our weight fluctuates so much that 
you don’t want to get disheartened by 
weighing daily. Look for other positive 
signs too - like a pair of jeans that are 
tight before you start. 

■ Enjoy a balanced diet - and treats - 
on your non-fasting days. When you’re 
not fasting, you can eat normally, up to 
around 2,000 calories for women and 
2,400 for men.

Fleat coconut oil in a non-stick saucepan 
over a low heat. 

Add the onion, garlic, ginger, chilli and 
spices and fry very gently for three 
minutes. Then add the almond milk and 
the nuts. Simmer gently for seven 
minutes. Blend with a stick blender, pour 
into a cup and set aside. 

Fry the mushrooms in the same pan for 
three minutes over medium heat. Don’t 
move them around too much, so they 
brown nicely. Add the beans or peas and 
the snipped apricots, then return the 
spiced sauce to the pan. Simmer for six 
to eight minutes, or until the beans or 
sugar snaps are tender. 

To make the raita, combine the yoghurt 
with the chopped mint leaves and top 
with the pomegranate seeds. 

For the pickles, slice or snap the 
vegetables into bite-size pieces and 
place in a large microwaveable dish. Add 
all of the remaining ingredients and 
cover the bowl with a plate. 

Microwave on full power for three to four 
minutes, depending on how crunchy you 
like the vegetables. Or, heat everything in 
a large saucepan over high heat for five 
minutes. You can skip the heating if you 
prefer a really crunchy salad pickle.

Mike's TV Film of the Week 


WAR: BITTER VICTORY BBC Two, Saturday, January 31, 6.45am 

Magnificent. Nicholas Ray’s Bitter Victory, made in 1957, is a 
little-seen and mystifyingly under-appreciated masterpiece. It 
never appears on critics’ lists of best war movies - it doesn’t 
make Sky’s top 100 or Time Out’s top 50 - but it belongs at the 
top. In fact, forget genre, it’s among the greatest of all films. 

We’re in the midst of the Western Desert campaign. At a 
British Army camp in Cairo, a highly dangerous 30-man 
commando raid behind enemy lines to steal secret documents 
from the German HQ in Benghazi, Libya, is being planned, and 
there are two candidates to lead it. One, Major David Brand 
(Curt Jurgens), is a long-serving “by the book” professional 
soldier who hasn’t seen any real action. The other, Captain 
Jimmy Leith (Richard Burton), is a volunteer. An archaeologist in 
peacetime, Leith, unlike Brand, knows Benghazi and its people 
well, and speaks fluent Arabic. He seems more suited to the 
task, but the General doesn’t like his insolent attitude, among 
other things. “He’s an intellectual...” he splutters ”... and he’s 
Welsh!” He also happens to be the former lover of Brand’s wife 
Jane (Ruth Roman), who turns up at the camp on the eve of the 
mission. In the end both men are sent, with Brand in charge, but 
it soon becomes clear he’s not up to the job... 

There’s nothing especially earth-shattering about any of this - 
it’s an interesting premise and a good script, by Ray and three 
others. But it was Ray who once said, “If it’s all in the script, why 
make the movie?” and this is why he said it. Anyone impressed 
by the “visual mastery” of Stanley Kubrick or David Lean should 
check out Bitter Victory to see the real thing. Every shot adds 
something to our understanding - the succession of stunning 
black and white Cinemascope images (switch off immediately if 
it’s not shown letterboxed) bursting onto the screen don’t 
illustrate the story, they are the story. And Ray invests them - 
whether in a bar or out in the desert - with such emotional 
impact and psychological insight, such verve and power and 
momentum, that the effect is overwhelming - even on TV. 

Burton is at his best, as are Jurgens and Roman (which isn’t 
saying much), and Nigel Green shines as a grinning, sardonic 
thief. Great score by Maurice Le Roux too. Mike Whiteway

Colin Firth plays a distinguished gent in his new 
movie - but this one also happens to be a 
kick-ass spy. He tells Susan Griffin why it was 
time to do the unexpected in Matthew Vaughn's 
new film, Kingsman: The Secret Service 

hen Colin Firth was injured during production on his 
latest movie, it wasn’t a medic that was called over, it 
was a photographer. “Every time I got a bruise or a 
broken tooth, rather than get the nurse in, it was, ‘Get 
the cameras in, so we can show you’re going through 
it!‘” recalls the 54-year-old. 

That’s because in his latest incarnation, the man known to 
millions as Mr Darcy, from both the Pride And Prejudice TV series 
and Bridget Jones movies, has turned action spy and martial arts 
expert, in the comic book adaptation Kingsman: The Secret Service. 

“When we were shooting it, the stunt guy would say, ‘Let’s get the 
B-roll in to film some of this, because nobody’s going to believe it’.” 

Firth, looking handsome in a dark suit and black-rimmed glasses, 
couldn’t believe it either, and is more than aware that his many fans 
will see it as an unexpected role. 

“It was unexpected for me too, but it sparked my interest 
immediately because of that,” admits the Hampshire-born actor, 
who was already intrigued by the director Matthew Vaughn, who 
also helmed Kick-Ass and X-Men: First Class. 

“I think he’s a one-off. There was no script yet, it was a work in 
progress and he wasn’t ready to show it to me, so I just went to hear 
what he had to say and I found him very compelling,” reveals Firth, 
who was Oscar nominated for Tom Ford’s A Single Man in 2010, and 
walked away with the gold statuette for The King’s Speech the 
following year. 

“Something in me just went, ‘Why not?’ It’s so unusual for me, 
that it seemed silly not to take a chance.” 

Early on, Vaughn was “full of dire warning” of the extent of 
training he’d be required to do. “And how much it would hurt and 
how much I was going to hate him by the end of it, and was I up for 
that,” Firth adds. 

“It was three hours a day for about six months, and started off in 
my back garden with a squat, lunge and somersaults, and then the 
choreography kicked in. I was learning to use parts of my body that 
I’d never used -1 didn’t even know they existed. It was painful, but I 
warmed to it and found it exhilarating,” he continues. 

“This wasn’t the stuff I was doing when I was young. I wasn’t one 
of the more athletic drama students. My recreation was a lot more 
sedate in my youth, so it was a chance in my 50s to do something 
completely different, and go into a bit of a physical world for a 
while.” 

Bar one stunt, involving a rig, it’s all Firth on screen. “I said that 
to somebody, and they looked at me with horrified disappointment 
that I would tell people such an egregious lie,” he notes, smiling. 


■ Kingsman: The Secret Service was written by Matthew 
Vaughn and Jonathan Ross’ wife Jane Goldman, and is 
based on the comic book by Mark Millar, after he and Vaughn 
conceived of the idea on the set of Kick-Ass.

films about the Middle East.” 


“One of the reasons I feel so driven to tell people, is that I won’t 
have gone through all that pain for nothing.” 

The effort definitely paid off. Not only did Livia, his Italian wife 
of 17 years, appreciate her newly honed husband (“It got noticed!” 
he confesses, laughing), but he looks a natural in the role of Harry, 
an impeccably suave spy and member of the secret organisation, 
known as Kingsman. 

Harry recruits street kid Eggsy, played by newcomer Taron 
Egerton, and trains him up just as a global threat emerges from a 
twisted tech genius, brought to life by Samuel L. Jackson.

“It’s like a provocative pantomime, and in some ways I think it’s 
sending up the extremity. I can’t imagine how anyone would 
emulate it, because you’d need to be trained to do that stuff. It’s 
closer to what you get in Monty Python, than it is to the realistic 


He hasn’t decided whether he’ll allow his two sons - Luca, 13 and 
Matteo, 11 - to watch it (he also has a 24-year-old son from a 
previous relationship with actress Meg Tilly). 

“I’m not going to publicly recommend this to anyone under 15. 

But it’s different, because my children saw me train, and went to set 
and saw me backstage and saw me in the workplace, so they have a 
very different perspective.”

“a valid conversation” to be had, Firth adds. 

“There are fights in Punch And Judy and Shakespeare, and 
there’s violence in war films and zombie films. There’s violence of 
all types, and unless you believe they should be extracted from all 
storytelling, then it has to become a conversation about where your 
own threshold is,” he remarks. 

“Whatever that threshold is, Matthew likes to go towards the edge 
of it, and sit there and be provocative and outrageous but without, I

PAUL Thomas Anderson films 
are dense, textured explorations 
of the American Dream and 
whatever that might mean these 
days.

The Kennedys and 
Martin Luther King have been 
assassinated, Nixon is President, 
Ronald Regan is Governor of 
California and the 'Manson 
family' murders have just taken 
place. 

The moment in time is vital to 
Inherent Vice, placing it in a 
time of transition and 
uncertainty. 

Joaquin Phoenix plays stoner 
and private investigator (he 
prioritises the two activities in 
that order) Doc Sportello, who 
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think, any intention to horrify. I think the violence in it is comic in 
tone, satirical and completely silly.” 

There’ll be action of a different sort, when Firth starts filming 
Deep Water with The Theory Of Everything’s director James Marsh 
this spring.

Confused? You're almost 
certainly meant to be in this 
rambling, convoluted yarn 
which no doubt reflects Doc's 
perma-stoned state of mind as 
much as showing the 
complicated workings of the 
case. 

Anderson trusts in Pynchon's 
narrative and gives us enough 
threads to follow Doc on his 
wanderings so that we can just 
about make sense of what's going 
on but it's all impressionistic 
rather than clear-cut which leads 


to some very funny encounters 
and digressions. It's as if Hunter 
S Thompson had scripted 
Chinatown or LA Confidential. 

Phoenix is perfect as Doc, 
indeed it's hard to imagine 
anyone else pulling off that mix 
of befuddled charisma and hippy 
charm. As an actor, he has those 
invaluable assets of presence and 
mystique which always make 
him fascinating to watch. 

Backing up Phoenix is a 
strong cast with Josh Brolin and 
Katherine Waterston (in her first 
major film role) particularly 
outstanding. Brolin’s Big Foot 
comes over as a jut-jawed, 
old-fashioned law enforcer but 
he's under the thumb at home 
and has ambitions to be a TV 


star, rather like the cops in LA 
Confidential. 

There are certainly echoes of 
that film, and the James Ellroy 
novel it was based on, in 
Inherent Vice, as well as classic 
film noirs with their 
conventions of gumshoes, femme 
fatales, corruption and deceit. 

Yet, drenched in Californian 
sun and the hippy era hangover, 
Inherent Vice is more neon noir 
than neo noir. 

Funny, involving, surprising 
and even disturbing at times, it 
shows a confident, accomplished 
director at the height of his 
powers.

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HE Toyota Auris Hybrid was 
the epitome of functionality in 
its first generation guise. With 
this second generation model, 
Toyota has made it better 
looking and a far more covetable 
commodity, whether you go for the 
hatch or the Touring Sports estate. 

It hasn’t gone soft on the 
environmental message though. Expect 
as much as 74.3mpg and as little as 
84g/km. 

What are the priorities when it comes 
to hybrid vehicle dynamics? In order, 
refinement, then refinement followed by 
refinement. 

People don’t buy these cars to fling 
round corners or smoke the tyres away 
from the lights. A good hybrid 
hatchback should be about pure 
relaxation and low stress. 

It should promote a calm, measured 


driving style and remind the driver that 
the journey can be enjoyed in ways 
other than outbraking someone into a 
roundabout. 

Extensive soundproofing in the 
engine bay, front wheel arches and 
dashboard has reduced engine and road 
noise intrusion in the cabin of the latest 
Auris Hybrid. The 1.8-litre VVT-i petrol 
engine was already one of the smoothest 
in its class and, with the addition of the 
electric motor, it’s also reasonably 
brisk. It’ll make 62mph in 10.9 seconds 
on the way to 112mph. 

The suspension has actually been 
softened but that’s only because the 
chassis is now so much stiffer and the 
suspension components so much lighter 
that you’ll now get a better ride whilst 
improving handling as well. 

Improvements have been made to the 
electric power steering; a more rigid 


steering column attachment ensures a 
linear steering feel while a new control 
unit suppresses changes in steering 
force to improve linear performance. 

It also helps that a high gear ratio 
gives greater responsiveness. The result 
is steering that is more direct with 
better feedback and quicker turning, 
making the Auris a good deal more 
agile. When operating its switchable 
all-electric EV mode, the Auris Hybrid 
generates zero C02, NOx and 
particulates for distances up to 1.2 miles 
at speeds up to about 31mph, according 
to the level of battery charge and 
driving conditions. 

Auris Hybrid buyers get to choose 
either a five-door hatchback bodystyle 
or the Touring Sports estate. 

We tried the ordinary hatch and 
found a few aesthetic hybrid-specific 
styling touches. The lower grille and 


lower part of the rear bumper are 
finished in a graphite gloss paint and 
the Toyota emblems on the bonnet and 
tailgate are finished in hybrid blue. 

Hybrid logos are featured on the front 
wings and there is a hybrid mark on the 
tailgate. Other features exclusive to the 
Hybrid also include LED rear light 
clusters and new 15 and 17-inch Turbine 
alloy wheels. 

If there’s one word that keeps being 
repeated by those who’ve driven the 
Auris Hybrid it’s ‘civilised’. It changes 
the way you drive for the better. 

Nothing seems quite so important 
that you need to rush. It’s far more 
pleasant to just waft along, enjoy some 
radio, take in the view and use all that 
spare processing power in your brain 
that was being devoted to trying to get 
the drop on the next guy into driving 
more courteously and economically. 


Personally, I don’t do this in a diesel 
car; I just keep trying to prod the 
turbocharger with a stick. So while a 
diesel might prove a little cheaper to 
run, if you’re anything like me there are 
plenty of reasons why you might prefer 
a hybrid. 

Even looking beyond the hybrid 
running gear, this Auris brings a lot 
more to the party. It’s a whole lot better 
looking than before, with much more 
considered detailing. 

For what it’s worth, the driving 
dynamics have improved across the 
range but the emphasis has been on 
comfort and refinement, which only 
serves to make the Hybrid feel even 
more hushed. 

If you feel like dipping out of the rush 
hour rat race, the Toyota Auris Hybrid 
makes a very attractive haven. Think of 
it as a detox for your commute.
